Jacobs  Emphasizes  Coordination 


Wrigley’s  Aim  to 

“Blueprint  for  Success  — Build  a new 
BYU,”  says  Dave  Jacobs,  candidate  for  stu- 
dentbody  president. 

JACOBS  SAID  that  there  is  a definite 
need  for  better  communication  and  coordin- 
ation between  the  legislative,  judicial  and 
executive  branches  of  our  studentbody  gov- 
ernment. lie  said,  “We  should  promote 
monthly  or  weekly  meetings  between  the  ac- 
ademic departments,  university  stakes  and 
the  student  government.” 

The  Honor  Council  needs  more  student 
participation  in  its  problems  and  functions, 
says  Jacobs.  He  feels  that  even  the  faculty 
is  inadequately  infomied  as  to  the  functions 
of  the  Honor  Council. 

HE  PROPOSES  a more  academic  atmos- 
phere be  emphasized  in  tiie  organized  groups 
around  campus,  for  he  feels  for  many  stu- 
dents can’t  keep  up  with  the  social  life  and 
extra-curricular  activities.  He  suggests  that 
campus  activities  need  better  scheduling  and 
that  more  study  groups  should  be  formed  to 
converse  on  academic  subjects  within  hous- 
ing units. 

Dave  is  past  studentbody  treasurer  of 
Weber  Junior  College,  has  been  a member  on 
the  AMS  and  Honor  Council  and  is  presently 
serving  as  Vice  President  of  Culture. 


Find,.  Fulfill  Needs 

“Stick  with  Wrigley,”  is  his  slogan  I\Iarv 
Wrigley,  presidential  candidate,  said.  “There 
is  a great  deal  of  similarity  in  the  platforms 
of  all  the  candidates,  and  I feel  that  they 
include  a small  majority  of  what  the  job 
entails.” 

HE  SAID  an  officer  never  knows  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  job  until  he  lias  become 
a part  of  it.  Marv  said  it  is  necessary  to  find 
the  needs  of  the  studentbody  and  then  ful- 
ful  them. 

Marv  desires  greater  student  participa- 
tion and  proposes  programs  for  the  purpose 
of  training  potential  leaders  for  the  univer- 
sity. He  also  feels  that  there  should  be  more 
emphasis  placed  upon  academic  standings  so 
deseiwing  students  may  be  recognized. 

WRIGLEY  SUGGESTS  a modification 
and  clean-up  of  the  social  units,  but  not  ex- 
tinction. “Because  of  the  cosmopolitan  at- 
mosphere of  the  university,”  Marv  said,  “the 
social  units  should  incorporate  more  culture 
into  their  activities.” 

He  is  past  chairman  of  freshmen  orien- 
tation, past  chairman  of  IOC  and  is  present- 
Ij'  serving  as  chairman  of  the  Junior  Prom. 

Wrigley  said  there  is  a difference  be- 
tween a passive  leader  and  a dynamic  leader. 
He  said  he  feels  he  must  give  something  for 
the  things  he  has  gained  from  the  university.

Central  Utah  Science  Display

Central  Utah  Regional  Science  Fair  opens  April  1 at 
9 a.m.  in  the  Social  Hall  at  Brigham  Young  University. 

OVER  170  HIGH  school  students  and  70  junior  high 
students  have  entered  this  year’s  competition  said  Omar  M. 
Hansen  director  of  the  Research  Reixirting  section.  Prizes 
will  be  awarded  for  the  outstanding  exhibits. 


Entries  consist  of  experiments 
and  research  by  the  students  of 
botany,  general  biology,  earth 
sciences,  physics  and  chemistry. 

THEY  INCLUDE  such  pro- 
jects as  a spectroscope  which  al- 
lows atom-emitted  light  to  be 
studied;  devices  for  electronic 
measurement  of  sound  and  a 
study  of  the  effects  of  radioac- 
tivity on  fish  and  experiments 
with  chicken  embryos  and  in- 
sects. 

The  fair  is  sponsored  by  the 
Utah  Academy  of  Sciences,  Arts 
and  Letters  Junior  Academy  Di- 
vision and  BYU.

On  Unit  Controversy  . . . 

Group  Explains  Views

Much  has  been  said  misrepresenting  and  misinterpreting 
the  aims  of  those  wishing  the  abolution  of  social  units.  Let 
us  examine  he  charges  made  against  us,  taking  each  sep- 
arately and  dealing  with  each  succinctly. 

First.  One  writes  inquiring  whether  it  is  “a  strange  co- 
incidence that  thfs  issue  of  abolishing  social  units  should 
come  up  just  before  studentbody  elections?”  First,  an  initia- 
tive measure  must  be  voted  upon,  is  there  a better  time  to 
determine  how  studentbody  candidates  feel  towai’d  this 
issue?  No,  it  is  neither  strange,  or  coincidental. 

Second.  Is  not  this  petition,  asks  another,  a circumven- 
tion of  regular  student  government?  Of  course,  that  is  pre- 
cisely the  aim  of  any  initiative  measure.  Student  government 
for  twenty  years  has  failed  to  solve  the  abuses  that  some 
units  continue  to  insist  upon.  A new- code  drawn  up  by  the 
units  themselves  several  years  ago  continues  to  be  flaunted. 
Regular  student  government  has  failed. 

Third.  Will  not  units  just  go  “underground”  and  abuses 
continue  more  unrestricted?  Such  is  a tacit  admission  of 
guilt.  But  more  important,  the  question  is  a renunciation 
of  responsibility.  If  the  university  can  further  academic 
and  spiritual  aims — ^not  to  mention  social  ones — by  abolish- 
ing units,  the  latter  should  be  our  primary  concern.  Besides, 
it  is  difficult  to  comprehend  individuals  undergoing  degrad- 
ing rush  procedures  just  to  live  in  the  same  house  with 
others  (especially  if  the  manifestations  of  formal  prestige 
v/ere  denied  the  group,  i.e.  Songfest,  assemblies,  etc.) 

Fourth.  Clearly  the  petition  to  ban  units  is  unconstitu- 
tional, so  some  say.  It  is  not  a denial  of  the  freedom  of  as- 
sembly? To  adopt  such  a position  is  to  know  nothing  con- 
cerning the  “freedom  of  assembly”  or  any  constitution — 
federal  or  otherwise — that  may  exist.  No  constitution  says 
anything  about  BYU  or  any  other  private  institution  having 
to  recognize  the  legality  of  certain  groups  on  its  private  pro- 
perty, anything  more  would  be  a denial  of  private  property. 
It  perhaps  should  be  pointed  out  that  currently  Brigham 
Young  University  restricts  this  right,  to  groups  that  are 
recognized  by  IOC.  This  is  not  a violation  of  “rights” — and 
it  is  hard  to  imagine  people  thinking  it  so. 

Fifth.  Ninety-five  percent  of  all  unit  members  are  ac- 
tive in  church  activities  says  one  “survey”  they  quote.  We 
ask  the  following:  (1)  What  is  an  “active”  church  member 
by  their  definition?  and  (2)  Since  the  (Quoted' is  diametrical- 
ly opposite  to  those  we  have  in  our  possession,  just  what  was 
the  nature,  the  comprehensiveness  of  this  “survey^’ ? 

Sixths  It  is  thought  by  many  that  the  petition  to  ban 
units  is  a violation  of  minority  rights.  The  right  of  a minor- 
ity to  exist  is  important,  but  relative.  It  can  never  mean  that 
the  majority  should  surrender  their  right  to  rule  without 
cause.  Units  must  demonstrate  their  necessity,  or  at  least 
their  innocuous  quality.  But  if  it  can  be  shown  that  academic 
and  spiritual  needs  of  the  university  would  be  better  without 
them,  their-minority  rights  must  be  seriously  held  in  ques- 
tion. It  is  the  right  of  society  to  do  away  with  activities 
which  are  objectionable  to  its  predetermined  standards. 

We  submit  in  the  absence  of  justified  criticism,  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  our  petition.  Furthermore,  it 
is  our  intention  next  week  to  explore  positive  constructive 
effects  that  the  abolution  of  social  units  would  have  upon 
BYU  and  its  studentbody.

SARASOTA,  Fla.,  March  31 1 
(UPI) — The  Chicago  White  Sox  j 
finished  third  last  year  and  man- ' 
ager  A1  Lopez  is  sure  they  are 
going  to  make  up  for  it  by  win- 
ning the  1961  American  League 
pennant. 

He  bases  his  confidence  on  his 
claim  that  he  has  the  best  pitch- 
ing in  the  league  and  points  out 
that  last  season  the  White  Sox 
led  the  league  in  both  hitting 
and  fielding. 

LOPEZ  WON’T  find  many  who 
will  agree  with  him  on  his  pitch- 
ing claim  or  that  he  has  the  bat- 
ting power  of  the  favorite  New 
York  Yankees.
